Incidents Marking the Growth and Decisions of the 
Most Famous Race of the World. 

.\ltbough not the oldest of the “classics” — the St, 
Leger was established in 1770. and the Oaks in 1779 
— the D*‘rby is undoubtedly the most imisirtaut race 
in the world. It was founded as far ba<*k as 1780 by 
the six 111 Earl of lK*rby. and has since ls*en known 
Iu the Calendar as “The Derl»y Stakes.” In tlie early 
years «»f its history the siibs<Tib«‘r8 were few. coin- 
liuretl with the mammoth entries of modern times. 
For the first “Derby Stakes.” wbh-b was won by Dio- 
luej (17 j> 0). the numln'r of subscribers was onlj' 
thirtj'-six; altlimigti the iiuinlier fell lower iu 1785. 
ami the following year, when the race was won re- 
spectively liy Aimwell (1785) and Noble (1780): in 
thes4* two years only twenty-nine subscrib<‘d. When 
MiMiniel (18.31) won’, the sobscrlliers numliered 105: 
sinee then the number lias never fallen htdow three 
figures. In reivnt years the smallest number was 
that obtained for .Ayrshire’s (1888> race, 'Phe record 
miniber of .302 suliseribeil when Diamond Jubilee 
(liKM)) won: 2t»5 for Rock Sand’s (19o3) race; and 
tbri'e less In Cicero’s (1905) year. 'I'lie richest Derby 
on r«‘Cord w’as that won by Ijord Lyon (IStKi). the 
stakes were w’ortli $30,750; Sir Bevys’ (1879). $35.- 
KM). and Hermit’s (18(i7). $3.5.00o. Wlien Ayrshire 
(18.88) won. the stakes fell to $18,750; now. however, 
tlu* stakes are guaranteed to the value of $.’>2. 500. 

Wlien Caraetaciis (18(52) won. the largest field on 
record run; that year there were thirty-four starters; 
tlilrty-three ran In Teddington’s (1851) ra<e; (Xissack 
(1847) won in a field of thlrty-tw3); lK>th Merry 
.Monarch (1840) and Macaroni (180.3) won in a flehl 
of tiiirty-oBc. There were thirty runners when th«* 
tollowin'g horses won: Blink Bonny (18.57). Blair 
.Athol (1804). -Musjid (18.5!»). Tliormanby (1800). and 
Hermit (18(>7). Only four runners turned out when 
Daedalus (1794) won; Saltram (17H;i) and Ditto 
(180.3) both won from five rivals; John Bull (1792). 
Fidget (1797). Ladas (1894), and Rock Sand (19o3» 
all won ill a field of seven. Strangely enough, IsRh 
llumiiltul (1804) and St. Amant (19(.>4) won iu a 
field of eight; there were nine starters in the Derbys 
won by Dioraeil (1780), liager (I7!»li. Tyrant (1802i. 
Ormonde (1880), Ayrshire (1888). Ch*ero (19o5). and' 
Orliy (11MI7). 

Altogotlier. four dead lieats have lieen run in the I 
race, as far hack as 1828. when Oadluiid and Tlie 
Colonel ran home locked together; and again in 
1884. when Harvester and St. Gatlen ran their mem- 
orable dead heat. Altlioiigli the latter pair dividetl, 
the former pair ran off. and Cudland proved success- 
ful. M’hen Favoiiiiis (1871) w<*n. King of tlie 

Forest and Alliert Victor dead heated for second 
place; then, again. In Doncaster’s (1873) year. Gang 
Forward and Kaiser ran u dead lieat for second 
place. Strangely enoiigli, both AHiert Victor and 
Gang Forwanl carried tlie colors of W, C. Oawford. 

In 1780-1-2-^.3 the distance of the Derby was only a 
mile, but In 1784 and for ever after it was rim over 
A mile and n half. In 1785 a prize of lOU guineas 
was awai*d<sl to tlie second horse.

He was then nearly sixty-two years 
of age. I>\vrth also traliH‘d the se<‘ond that year — a 
gray ndt eailed The Exquisite. ridd«‘ii by Buckle. 

The youngest j<»<*key to ride successfully in the 
Blue Rllaiiid of tlie turf was .Maedntiald. wlui w*ni op 
tlie outsider. Little Wonder, in 1840. The- chihl— 
for lie was little more — was preseiiUHl to Oueen Vic- 
toria and the Prince Consort after the race, and 
tlie f*»rmer gave liim a g«dd-mouiiie<l riding whip and 
praised his Iiorsemansihip.

5V»‘st .Australian (185:1) was the first hor.se to win 
the “triple i-rown.” by winning the Two Tliousand, 
Derliy and St, Leger. Others since enrolle*! on the 
selei't list liave b<.*en Gladiuteur (1.8(>5). Lord Lyon 
(l.MCrf:), Ormonde (1889). Common (1891). Isinglass 
(18'.)3). Galtee .More (1897). Flying Fox (1899), Dia- 
mond Jubilee (1!K)0). and Rock Sand (19o3). 

Only four mares have won the Blue Riliaiul. They 
wen* Eleanor (1801). Blink Bonny (1.857). Shotover 
(1882) and Slgnorliietta (19i>8), Eleanor. Blink Bonny 
and Sigm»rinettu also won the Oaks, while Shotover 
had previously landed the 3’wo Thousand Guineas, 
popular mares that have l*eoii d<*feated in the great 
Eps4)in elassic were Lady ElizalK*th (18IWS).
